WEKT AT THEI IH IRISH FASHIOR. 



The following letter has just Ixjen re- 
ceived from James }•". Dunn, a former 
Irish-Americat> reaident of Lowell, Maas., 
now a member of the Iriah Brigade in the 
Traaavaal army. It will prove iatereat- 
iug teadinc to the many who qrmpathise 
with the Boan in their atruggle for liber- 
ty, becauae it bean the stamp of truth- 
fulness: 

I don't know whether you have heard 
any news from here .«ince the war start- 
ed, and I ought to give you aome of the 
real facta of what is occurring. Thia let 
ter will reach yoa by way of I^orenxo 
Marquee, hjr the German mail Uae. No 
letter oaa go out of the Boer republics 
throtigh Brftlah sources, as the letters 
are opened, read and destroye*!. The 
English control the cables, and I have 
no doubt, from what we hear in our 
campa. that the real condition of thinga 
never reachee the outaide world. 

Wlien the war broke ont moat of the 
mine ownera, apecnlatora, mfoagen and 
even paid offidala of the Rhodaa clique 
ran crff to the Cape juat aa quickly as 
trains could carry them. The foreigners 
— German, P'rench, Irish, Scotch and 
even English, who are calletl Outlanders, 
have joined the Boer army. Yoa must 
remember that theie are the aMa-the 
Britiah pretended they wish to help, to 
reecoe from tyranny and all that, and 
yet they are in anna agiiinat the ao- 
called liberators. 

The fact is that all tfie nonsense itwut 
the wrongs of the Outlanders was cooked 
up by the Rhotles gang for the l''.nglish 
papers. I have lived here for two years

any wronga— political, rriigiMW, oommer 
cial or any other. The men who wrongetl 

and threatened and bulldoze<l the miners 
— I mean the working miners were the 
Rhixles crowil, fellows of tlie Hammond 
stamp, who were getting fat salaries for 
working the minea and the papers for 
their Bngliah boaaea. It waa a great pity 
— ao far aa humanity and liberty were 
concerned — that Jameaon, Haihhibnd and 
the rest of them were not atruiig up after 
the raid. 

When the war broke out brigader of 
foreigners were organized at once. The 
Germane have a brigade of '2, (KM) men or 
raore^ aaariy all men trained in the army 
in Germany and commanded by men of 
their own country — trapped officera. 
There la a mind brigade of French, 
Scotch and BngHah, who have their own 
ofHcers, and they are doing good. We 
have an Irish brigade of over 2,500, the 
majority < 4 wh'>m are men from California 
and the West, with quite a sprinkling 
from the old country and the Cape. Our 
commander la Col. Blake, a Weat Pointer, 
who need ie be ia the regular cavalry at 
home and ' a Jim dandy, a fighter and a 
tactician tliat West Point may be proud of. 

We are getting new men every day; 
they come in from I^^renzo Marcjuez, 
and are from every country in Europe 
and the States. The Americans are 
mostly husky young fellows from the 
middle Weat who have served in the 
Spaniah war aad the r^lar army, and 
we have quite a few from around Boatoa, 
New York aad PhiladelphU. Alt theae 
fellowa— Iriah, German and Yank -get 
into out brigade, for they feel more at 
home with us, under officers and men 
who have followed the old flag, and they 
are giving the "Red Necka,"astlie Boers 
call them, plenty of fun. 

It waa oar brigade— we had about 1,300 
on the firing line that day— that acooped 
in the Iridi Pnalleera at Dundee, and 
had the Boer contingent had more ex- 
perience in military matters we could 
have got the whole of Yule's bunch, horse, 
foot and wagona, for I never saw a worae 
beaten, demoralized crowd than that 
aame Britiah army. They are moetly 
poshing the Scotch and Iriah rq{imenta 
againat ua, and we are able to take care 
of them. They may have English regi- 
ments, but they keep them hack in re- 
aerve, for we haveu't seen tlieiu, though 
we are red hot to get a crack at them. 

Gen. Joubert is a foxy old chap, and 
refnaea to let ua take any chancea that 
are uncertatn, aad be is dead againat 
any^ military grand atand tactica. He 
won't allow any chatgea or attacks on 
fortified places; be makea the British do 
that business, and then he soaks them. 
The consequence is that the Koglisb loae 
five men kille<l and wounded where we 
loae only one. 

The English artillery ia fairly good, 
though their guns are not up to oura, but 
vheir infantry and cavalry can't hit a 
flock of baruB. We are now intrenched 
around Ladysmitb, with a strong force 
down at the fordd of the Tugehlt intr' 
j ing and waiting for that advance <>: i.. 
I British we are prpmiaed, and ' ve have 
I Ic'tH of commandoa chasing down through 
I Natal to keep the flies off the enemy. 
I W.; havi- W'/ii'i- ..Ixjut lO.CW men 



coo])ed up in Ladyaadtb, and we will get 
the whole bunch aa anre aa ahooting. We 
have the bills overlooking the town, 
which ia down iaslM*,. fortified, and we 
ahell the place oceiKially to keep them 
gneaaiag, but we pMp reliance strongly 
on dirt, dlaeaae ana. hunger to capture 
them. 

The town doesn't amount to anything, 
but the Johnnies haire alxiut |5,000.000 
worth o^ anna, midbipna and auppliea 
that will come hMHr. White ia in a 
place, and hia «amp ia tough; heat, 
iflnnt, rain, mud ai^ anxiety are our 
alliea, and they are mUf demoralised. 

They used to male sorties and rush 
hills, but we had orders to drop back 
and let them rush, ftnd when they got 
tired we occupied 0*r old positions and 
soaked then) aa ^4* limped back to 
camp. TMy #Ml^|ilaring tbemaelvea 
out Afewdaya a^ they came out in 
atrength, and when the Bom retired 
Blake held to cur poBition an<! we wailed 
for them, running Up the green flag to 
make them raw. The Boera don't carry 
bayonets; the Irish brigade doea. 

They shelled our poeition for an hour, 
dropping sheila over and beyond us, but 
doing no particular l|||m. Blake paaaed 
the word along the llle io wait and give 
them a good figbt. t 

A real Juijclish rej^iment came at our 
position and their officers called and 
urge<l them on. I am in Caaaidy'a com- 
pany—be is an Arijpna man — and we 
have half a docen ivlowa from Tucaon 
who are dead ahota. mt kqr low, aqnint- 
ed over the breaatwdflm, wldle ear Tae> 
sou fellowa tambled over oflker after 
officer. 

When they reached the foot of the hill, 
B'.ake ordered us to cease firing, and tnld 
a few men from each company to yell, 
jump up and pretend to run away. Tbia 
encouraged the Johaniea to cheer, and 
tbey came up the' hill panting and 
ahooting wildly. When about 100 feet 
from us wc let them .have it from Mau- 
aer, Mannlicher and 'Maxim, and Blake 
yelled: 

"Now, boys, give them a taste of the 
real thing." ' 

The cheer that wea^ np could be heard 
a mile off, and we went over the intrench- 
menta at them with the bajronet. 

Surprised? Yon itever aaw anything 
like it. A volley jioint blank, and then 
the metal. We went at tlicni in good 
Irish fashion, and aoate of the Vauks and 
Ohio cbapa were wiltar than the Turks. 
The redcoata vrottldqft' stand for it but 
went down the bill an a break and out 
into the open, sprinting tike g^yhonnds. 
We marche<l l>ack alK>nt one-sixth of 
them, and there was a badly mauled lot 
Ij'ing around that we cent into the Eng-

them. 

They won't be very hot to ruah a hill 
with a green flag ot^sr it again, I imagine. 
The regiment waa Gloucestershire or 
some other such name — I don't recall it 
ju.st now — and if they don't get any better 
material than that to fight us the i-jiglish 
are more likely to march into Uie ludian 
ocean than into the Transvaal. 

I aoppoee the fingliah are mahing in 
all the mtatheyeaa fat boM of , bat aa 
we have our badca to the mountains and 
they have to come at ua over our own 
fortified iK).-iitions, they will need a quar- 
ter of a million men to do the work. 

Counting those we have in the field, 
thoae at Pretoria and arontid, and the 
nMk.wko have ooae from Europe in two 
tnontba, we can cooat up almoet a hun- 
dred tbonaaad men, aad we have snpplies 
to last two yeara. Our people are all 
over the colony, and we get alt the news 
there is to be had. The accounta sent 
out by the English come tiack to ua, and 
the fellow that runs the intelligence de- 
partment and aendaout the newe ia a 
star— the nobleat liar<ef them all. You 
want to take no atoek whatever in him; 
we are all right The only thing we are 
short of is doctors and medicines; but we 
ought to have a better staff of physicians 
and an ambulande corps, and 1 suppose 
they will 1>e organized soon, aa these 
things are to arrive from Europe. 

Theatqjfof the town dr^ aloOf and 
it amy ht ' two motiUu before it anrrea* 
ders. We are going to move down to- 
ward Colenao in a couple of daya, leav- 
ing aliout 500 of our brigade as support 
for the siege train. The Boer commandoa 
and recruits from Natal will be put on 
duty here to watch White, for we can 
hold them with green men, while the 
aeaaoned fellowa go down toward the 
Tttgela. The German steaaier aaila in a 
couple of daya, and thia letter will go by 
that; if it catcbea the Brindiai boat in aca- 
son you ought to get it by the new year. 

I don't know when I'll get a chance to 
write again. Addreaa we at Pretoria, 
Cassidy's company of Col. .Blake's com- 
mando, and I'll get it in good tiqa, if 
I'm alive.

The Kentucky Irish American 
has eschewed partisan politics, leav- 
ing the politicians to their fight. 
It is only when partisanism has de- 
veloped into bigotry or personol iu- 
ittsdoe, or tottght to mideod our 
people into a course unjust and de- 
trimental to themselves, that we 
have interposed to expose the 
falsdiood or defend the individual. 
We are the organ of no political 
party, owe none of them anything 
and expect nothing from them. 
Politically we are as "independent 
as a hog on ice. " We are fully aware 
that politicians and those whose 
interests are political or whose par- 
tisanism blinds their judgment and 
blunts their sense of right have 
disapproved and even denounced 
our course. For this we care noth- 
ing, except so far as they may tend 
to influence others in their effort to 
serve their political masters, though 
he whose only argument is denun- 
ciation generally has a poor caae. 

Our defense, if it can be called a 
defense, of Col. John H. Whallen 
has been criticised to some extent 
by indivivuals, who, not content 
with disapproving our courae, have 
exaggerated, misrepresented and 
added thereto, and heaped abuse 
upon us and Col. Whallen. Now, 
we know that many of thoae teal* 
ous advocates of the cause of those 
under whom they hold their petty 
political offices, contracts or jobs, 
owe their all to the friendship and 
of Col. Whallen in days 
"In l"heir~*9eaunciati<Jn 
of him only prove themselves in- 
grates as well as subservient tools 
to those who have no lovt for the 
Irish, and will apply a vigorous 
kick when they have do further 
use for them.'Of this they will in due 
time have indisputable proof, as the 
scheme is already under way, since 
the new allies of their masters must 
be rewarded by something more 
than has been done for them. 

But as to Col. Whallen. In poli- 
tics he is a politician as shrewd as 
the shrewdest. So long as the 
atucks on hha were political it was 
none of our affair and we did not 
interfere. But the present effort to 
besmirch and injure Col. Whallen, 
while due to partisan politics, is not 
political nor prompted by politics; it 
is bigoted malice undertaken to 
gratify the anti- Irish element re- 
cently brought into the camp of the 
Democratic (?) managers of this 
city. This element, which for a 
time controlled the Republicans 
locally, and was kidced out, after 
floundering around have landed, 
and as is developed by investiga- 
tion played an unsavory part in 
the last election in this dty. Whal- 
len they hate, and delight in any^ 
thing to his detriment — not because 
of hifl politics, but because of his 
nationality and religion. It is time 
the Irish, regardless of politics, 
should know this. 

Col. Whallen has no interest 
whatever in this paper. He owes 
us nothing. We have not always 
agreed with him politically. But, 
politics aside. Col. Whallen, as a 
man, a citizen, in business, in 
charity, in his relations with his 
f'j)!ow men, is the peer of any; and 
in integrity, worth and benefit to 
the community, is the superior of 
no entail number of his traduoers — 
tnir 1: is Irish, and that is enough 
lu justify any assault upon him, if 
he dares to differ with and refuses 
-to. aid the schemes of those who 
now denounce and would persecute 
niin, though not long ago they 
.su;!r,'it his advice and assistance in 
litidertaking. 
'I'liere may be grounds for the 
charges against Col. Whallen, but 



the courts will settle that, and Col. 
Whallen is, as he has always been, 
anxious for a speedy trial. The 
animus has been riiown by his ene- 
mies in exaggerating and misrepre- 
senting the case and in striving in 
every way to defer a trial, deprive 
him of every right and opportunity 
under the law and to hound and 
humiliate him. Their charge of 
bribery has, after bearing only the 
prosecuting evidence, rasnlted in an 
indictment for "conspiring to at- 
tempt bribery," a misdemeanor, 
and his bond reduced from $10,000 
to $1,000. Bat even with this he 
is denied a trial till next Thursday, 
and it is now knowB it will not 
occur then. 

The same effort and every tech- 
nicality that able attomejrs could 
devi.se have been applied to defer 
even an examining trial of Senator 
Harrel, whom Whallen is charged 
with attempttng to bribe, and whom 
Whallen charges with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. His 
hearing is set for the 37th, but it is 
not likely to occur them. The whole 
scheme is plain — to subject OtA. 
Whallen to the humiliation and 
odium of a criminal under charges 
without the opportunity to prove 
his innocence or the guilt of the 
man who accused him, and all for 
the sake of gaining some political 
advantage and gratifying the bigo- 
try of the new recruits, who are 
also led to expect to fill the posi- 
tions held by some of those Irish- 
men now joining in condemnation 
of Whallen. 

We hope not, but it is just such 
action on the part ci employers that 

causes most of the serious labor 
troubles. We allude to the arbi- 
trary refusal of the Louisville City 
Railway Company officials to meet 
and confer with representatives of 
their employes concerning matters 
mutual between them — despite all 
assumption to tlie contrary, as mtich 
the business of the employw as of 
the company, for both are interested 
therein. The employes presented 
their request as to hows, wages, 
etc., in a respectful way, and the 
reply of the company was equally 
so. So far so good. But the sub- 
sequent refusal of the company's 
officials to meet the representatives 
of the employes, who do not con- 
sider the answer satisfactory, is not 
only improper, but it is unjust to 
the employes who have been faith- 
ful, have conducted themselves or- 
derly and respectfully, aqd it is 
wrong from every standpoint in this 
cottntry and contrary to every aense 
of right of the American people. 

President Minary's reasons, which 
he states are those of the Directors, 
are not sufficient to justify their 
position nor their course. They 
claim that their duty is to manage 
the affairs of the company for the 
stockholdecs who dected them. 
True, and they properly exercise 
the right to speak and act for the 
stockholders. While not speciiically 
denying the right of thehr employes 
to organize and act jointly, they do 
so in effect when refusing to meet 
and confer with representatives se- 
lected and authorized by their em- 
ployes. The Dhwctors rightfully 
protest against interference with its 
bu&iaess by outsiders, but an em- 
ploye is not an outsider, and is fully 
entitled by law and justice to a 
hearing and a voice so far as his 
relations with the company are oon- 
oe m ed. 

The denial of this right has al- 
ways caused trouble because it is 
denyi^^JMC|yH|^USt right.

so. If President Minary means that 
the employes have no right t^ select 
and authorize others to represent 
them, then he denies to them 
right exercised by the stockholders 
of the company, utterly ignoring 
the law, which makes no distinc 
tions, but recognixes all men as free 
and eqMl!>-aiid in this country all 
employes are men with rights equal 
to the employer. This point has 
been fully settled so far as the 
sentiment of the public is con 
cerned. It is true it has cost much 
of money, hardship, loss of proper- 
ty, life and limb, but after all it had 
to be conceded by thoM who dcaied 
it, and we are, indeed, sorry to note 
that the officials of the Louisville 
City Railway Company are among 
those andqtwted, behind the times, 
and still refusing to see and under- 
stand the progressive phase of the 
labor question, baaed upon justice 
and reason, resulting in peace, mu- 
tual respect and coKipctation of cdh 
ployer and employe, but prefer to 
adhere to the ancient idea of master 
and man—the man dlentiy and pa- 
tienUy stibservient to the master's 
will. 

We hope the railway officials will 
be indnced to forego thehr ultima- 
tum and treat their employes with 
the courtesy and justice they de- 
serve. If their requests are un- 
just or luucasonabk, or would be 
injnriona to the interests of the 
company, a friendly conference 
will easily demonstrate it, the re- 
quests will be modified, the griev- 
ances explained away or remedied, 
all trouble avoided, and the rela- 
tions of the company with its em-

that each will treat the other fairly, 
and there will l)e harmony and 
good will, with a sense of security 
against Strikes or lockouts, the 
cause for which will be removed. 

There can be no harm come from 
the company agreeing to receive 
and confer with representatives of 
its employes and amicably setUhig 
differences. Much harm, not only 
to the company, but to the city and 
its people, may come from its per- 
sisting in ita refusal to do so, the 
entire blame for which will rest 
upon the officials of the railway 
cx)mpany. And with all due regard 
for their rights as a corpor- 
ation, they have not the right 
to force a strike, with 
its attendant inoonvenienoe, loss, 
distnrbuibe of the peace and men- 
ace to life and property of the com- 
munity, merely to carry out their 
idea that their employes must 
accept what is given them without 
quertio n.

This removes 
most Htains from the fingers and nails 
and loosens cuticle more satisfatorly than 
can l>e dooe by the nae of a sharp fnatm- 
ttieut. 

Eggs contain a large amount of nutri- 
ment in a. compact, quickly available 
form. Bggs, especially the yolks of 
eggs, sre useful in jaundice. Beaten up 
raw with sugar, are used to clear and 
strengthen the voice. With ongar and 
lemon juice the l>eaten white Of egga is 
used BO relieve boarscneoa. 

Oloaa for ahiri fronta ia made aa fol- 
lows: Pound two onncea of fine, white 
gum srabic to a powder, put it in a 
pitcher and ponr over it one pint of l>oil- 
ing water. Carefully pour from the 
dregs into a clean txtttle. Cork it and 
keep for use. One tsblespoon stirred in- 
to a pint of starch produces a lovely 
•losa on linen and is quite harmless to 
tae materials.

The newspapers are printed in 
the native tongue of tlw island, and there 
was no necessity whatever for instituting 
a change other than the wish to see the 
English tongue and with it English man- 
ners |i.ir.iiii(iiiiit. Vet the I'.nglisli have 
always l>een sore ,i>;ainst the Boers l)e- 
canse in theii schools they taught 
their own language— the Dutch. Why 
should tbay teach the hated English 
tongue to their children? Settlera In a 
new country can not refuse to use the 
language of the nation among whom they 
live. Witne-ss the German, Irish, Italian 
and French children of our own public 
schools — even As-syrian — all striving to 
acquire this same inconsistent form of 
speech — which it is well known is made 
up of the odds and enAi of all tongnages, 
and the most dilBenlt M aU to leam— be- 
cause it is the langnage of onr country. 
With the cruelty and .selfishness peculiar 
to everything English, they are .striving to 
take from the Boers not only their land, 
their homes, their lives, but should they 
succeed eventually they will wipe out of 
the Transvaal colony the language of the 
Dutch race. As they made it a penal of- 
fense for the Irish to be taught their 
mother tongue, as they are now doing 
the Italian people on the Island of Malta,

Rev. Mr. Stopford Urooke, the newly 
elected President of the Irish Literary 
Society of I,ondon, read an elo<iuent 
paper on "The Celt" at an open meeting 
of the society recenUy. The Celt was 
the rover, the gypsy of the world, be said. 
This detachment from home had its great 
disadvant age s for him and it partly di s- 
enabled him from becoming a nation. 
But it had its great advantages for the 
world. Man was the better of it. It 
quickened the movement and life of man- 
kind, and thus again the Celt bad been 
sacrificed for the good of the whole, not of 
his own will, bat inflnenoed by a higher 
will than his. It waa ttM that the CelU 
loved their country dearly, Imt their love 
waa more ideal than actual, more a jwetic 
passion than a prose reality. They 
cherished it, wrote poems on it, wept 
over the thought of their land, but they 
did not come back to it often. 

The advent of Christianity bad enor- 
mously strengthened the Celts* love of 
home snd country, and they had also 
been immensely developed by the op- 
pression of England. Men loved that 
for which they had endured pain and 
woes and for which they had l)een op- 
pressed. They loved a land which hajk 
bean persecuted, tortured and trodden 
down, but which had new bean snbdncd 
or loat its courage to live on. That men 
were forced to live apart from their conn- 
try inflamed their love, and the long 
longing of the exiles from Ireland since 
St. Columba to the present day bore wit- 
ness of its intensity. For sU that, how- 
ever, he doubted if the love ot country 
waa as stroog in the M^hnan aa in the 
Englishman. It waa more poetic, more 
passionate in expression. The Bnglisb- 
man returned to his land after long years, 
but the Irishman and the Highlander 
who had enriched themselves, whose 
money well spent might do so much to 
help snd develop Ireland or the Western 
Isles, were comq>icnous by their absence. 

Under every sun, in every land, and 
especially in Engliah-qieaking landa, this 
deep ideal passion lived and grew in the 
uiulliludes of the .scattered Irish people. 
Millions whose fathers cauie out of Ire- 
land cherished it. It was a mighty power 
— a power which some day would pass 
out of the ideal into the real, out of pas- 
sion into act, and in time to come, of 
which they watched the dawning, Ireland 
would be able, under better laws, to de- 
velop her children. This gtest passion 
woulil have more w ide-ieaching effect in 
history than we could yet imagine. Great 
political changes were hidden in it. He 
saw Ireland when the Celt came home, 
having learned the lessons of exile, a 
happy liome, a united people and a race 
that bad realised ito nationality. 

However, there was another and an in- 
teresting sidle to this question. The per- 
son whom the Celt most damaged by bis 
individuality waa himself, but he bad not 
damaged the world or mankind by it. It 
had been of the greatest use possible to 
the progress of the world.
